Spiritualist leaders from various places 
in the United States 
penaed as witnesses in the contest, 
now being tried here, of the will of 
Banker J. T. Crumbaugh. 

They will be used to combat the testi- 
mony that Crumbaugh was duped by 
Mrs. Isaac Pethberton and other me- 
diums, leaving aimost all his’ $500,000 
fortune for the building and mainten- 
ance of a spiritualist temple at Leroy, a 


small town, twenty miies é¢ast of here, 
where he lived. 

The heirs, cut off with total bequests 
of $3000, are trying to have the will set 
aside on the ground of undue influence. 
They have emphasized the charge that 
the mediums offered Grumbaugh fre-' 
quent communications from “Bright 
Kyes,"" which was the mediums’ name 
for Crumbaugh’s dead son. 

Lincolnm’s Shade Invoked. 

Testimony was offered today to show 
that the mediums also strove to in- 
fluence the banker by invoking the 
#pirit of Abraham Lincoln. 

Mrs. Pemberton is charged with hav- 
ing imperSonated .the martyred Presi- 
dent, Her husband testified that she 
Wrapped herself in a lace curtain, 
rubbed with phosperous, and then, in 
ghastly accents, droned: 

‘This is Abraham Lincoln 
Better bulld that 
money.”’ 

She was talking in a darkened room, § 
where Crumbaugh sat at a table. Pem- 
berton explained that she impersonated 
Lincoln only as a last resort. She 
played him as a trump card after pre- 
viously assuming several other char- 
acters, including “Bright Eyes.”’ 

Pemberton testified that “Bright 
Eyes” and others, from the depths of 
giowing Jace curtains, had previously 
urged Crumbaugh to make a will and 
leave his fortune for the establishment 
and maintenance of the temple at Le- 
roy.

NEW YORK, May 4.—Before sailing 
for Europe Maitre Escoffier the fa- 
mous chef who invented many dishes 
that made Emperor William forget 
the charms of beer and sausage, and 
who knows how to ceok eggs in 168 
different ways, left as a token of his 
appreciation his latest invention in 
the gastronomiecal line. The day he 
wis to sail he placed before James 
B. Reagan of the Knickerbocker, 
whose guest he had been for a week, 
a dish of which strawberries was the 
foundation. Regan wanted more, but 
there was no more. It was the only 
sample of tlhe new dish, and Miaitre 
Escoffier had tried it on Regan to 
see if it was worthy of leaving as a 
souvenir. He said it was “The Straw- 
berry Edith,” and something entirely 
new. 

It was offered to the guests of the 
Knickerbocker that night and made ea 
great hit at 85 cents a dish. The de- 
mand for the recipe was s0 great that 
Mr. Egan made it public.

“Fresh strawberries rolled in va- 
nilla sugar, flavored with curacao- 
kirsch-maraschino.

On the face of the card is printed: 
‘Your fortune. It takes two;to make a 
quarrel, and you are willing to be the 
first always.” 

On the other side, also in print, is 
the sentiment: “Dearest apple of my 
eye, as long as the snow falls in win- 
ter and the sun shines in summer, so 
long shall my love fo: you exist.”’ 

Seen by Two Men. 

Richard Hombauer and Walter Hutch- 
inson, employes of the Wiggins Ferry 
Co., saw the young man walking <long 
the levee with his hands behind his back 
shortly before 1 p. m. He kept his eyes 
on the ground and seemed to be in deep 
thought. 

Suddenly he Wheeled and walked rap- 
idly down the levee.

NEW YORK, May 4.—On the advice 
of police officials, Mrs. John Peter 
Heins disregarded letters from the kid- 
napers of her husband, threateriing his 
death unless a large ransom were paid.

During the more than six months of 
her husband's absence Mrs. Heins spent 
the greater part of his fortune, esti- 
mated at $100,000, in an almost world-

ness to spend the remainder in finding 
his murderers. 

Heins disappeared Oct. 28 last. Three 
weeks later a letter was received by 
his wife saying that Heins had agreed 
to pay a certain sum to the writer and 
had met him in Central Park by ap- 
pointment, but instead of paying had 
shown fight.

Negro Stakes Claim in Yard 
and He and Friends Wait 
for Spirits.

Police Now Search for Man 
Who Sold Chart of Direc- 
tions for $52.

A negro called at the home of An- 
drew Stempfle, 2714 Semple avenue, last 
Thursday and asked permission to dig 
in the back yard. He explained that he 
had been informed a treasure was hid- 
den in the earth and that he had been 
given directions how to find it. 

“If you give me §2 for every $1 you 
find I will let you dig,’ said Stempfle, 
jokingly. 

To hjs great surprise, the negro 
agreed and wert away. Friday, at 10 
a. m., the negro, accompanied by an- 
other negro and two negresses visited 
the Stempfle home. They carried picks 
and shovels. Going direct to the back 
yard, the quartet began digging. They 
made three holes in different parts of 
the yard, each about three feet in diam- 
eter and two feet deep. At the bot- 
tom of each hole they built a small 
mound and on each mound they placed 
a gunny sack. After marching in sin- 
gie file around the holes several times, 
the negroes shouldered their picks and 
shovels and left the yard. 


Four Negroes Return. 
Stempfle returned from his place of 


business Friday evening and found the 
holes. He thought of reporting the mat- 
ter to the police immediately, but de- 
cided to await developments. 

At 11 a. m. Saturday the four ne- 
groes returned. They marched about 
the holes several times, muttered 
strange words and then sat down on 
the ground in pilence. From his back 
window Stempfle watched them with 
interest. He waited two hours and then 
ventured out to the yard and ques- 
tioned the negroes. They waived him 
aside, begging him not to break the 
spell by his presence. 

“The spirits will be here most any 
minute and they. mustn't see you,’’ 
whispered the negro, who had nego- 
tiated with Stempfle for the digging of 
the yard, 

According to Stempfle the negroes re- 
mained in their positions until 11 p. m. 
Saturday, and then Slently departed. 
Not a word was spoken by either of 
them as they walked solemnly out of 
the yard. They took their sacks with 
them. 

Negro Sold Chart for $52. 

Sunday Stempfle called on the police. 
He gave a description of the negroes 
and an investigation was begun. The 
police found Louis Collins, living at 4026 
Papin street, and Richard Larkins of 
4028 Papin street. 

They said they had given another ne- 
gro $62 for a chart, which directed them 
where to find a hidden treasure. The 
negro himself could not get the treas- 
ure, aS he had explained it to them, 
but he could sell the right to it and give 
the others the power to find it. They 
had followed his directions in detail, 
they said, and fully expected that spir- 
its would fill their gunny sacks with 
gold. 

The police are looking for the negro 
who got the $62.

Benbow City, the fiat town, which has 
grown up around the Standard Oil Co.'s 
new refinery, eight miles south of Al- 
ton, is the wettest town in Illinois, and, 
because it is the wettest, it is gise the 
richest. 

It began its corporate existence as a 
village Monday with eighteen registered 


voters and twenty-three saloons. If the 
proportions were the same in St. Louis 
there would be 125,000 saloons here. 


Snioon for Each 138, 


Within the corporate limits of Ben- 
bow City there are 300 persons and one 
saloon for each thirteen inhabitants. 

In addition to the twenty-three sa- 
loons, there are geven brewery agencies 
and each dramshop and each agency 
pays $500 a year license. Payments for 
the coming year have already been 
made and the little village starts out in 
life with a $15,000 nest-egg. 

The liquor interests have paid $50 for 
each man, woman and child in the vil- 
lage, the per capita wealth of which, by 
reason of this revenue from the liquor 
interests, is greater than that of any 
town or city in the United States. 

Monday night the eighteen voters will 
meet to decide what shall be done with 
the money paid by the twenty-three sa- 
loons. 

Enough for Improvements. 


Mayor A. E. Benbow says there is a 
sufficient amount to make streets, lay 
sewers, furnish light, water and fire 
protection and build a village hall. 

Mr. Benbow, who founded the village, 
is president of the board. Tom Alroyd is

“Just because re- 
ligion and politics are so much sepa- 
rated, therefore the American people 
gladly acknowledge themselves as a be- 
lieving nation.’”’ 

Religion Shows Decline, 

“Does it appear to you that religion 
among the people is on the decrease?’ 
was asked. 

“I’m afraid that such is the case some- 
what, outside of the Catholic Church,”

it all appears partly to be the school 
system. It is hard to maintain our pri- 
vate church schools, because we must 
pay taxes for the others. 

“I do not lay the blame at the door 
They do what they 
can, and do good work in their own 
field. But teaching in religion is ab- 
solutely necessary. The State should 
also support our parish schools.”’ 

The coming election was spoken of. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ said the Car- 
dinal to the correspondent, ‘‘all sides 
of the people are brought to light un- 
der such conditions, the good ones as 
well as the bad ones. All in all, such 
a shakeup of the nation is an excel- 
lent and healthy movement. If only 
the demagogues would not misuse the 
elections. But they demand promises 
from candidates which cannot be car- 
ried out, and often the candidates are 
forced to make such promises.” 

Labor Union Demands, 

“Are you thinking about any person 
in particular?” asked the correspon- 
dent. 

**Yes,’’ replied the Cardinal. ‘‘For ex- 
ample, there is a part of the labor or- 
ganizations. They are demanding today 
the legal right to use the boycott as 
a weapon. This is contrary to our 
principles of legal rights, and I regard 
it as absolutely wrong in every direc- 
tion. Nor can I approve it when they 
induce people to go out on strike, when, 
as a matter of fact, these same people 
are not inclined to strike.”’ 

The Cardinal expressed himself in a 
like vein against the tradesmen who 
refused to:work with nonunionists. 

Upheld Labor at Rome. 

“But,"’ said he, 
the unions. On the contrary, you know 
that 20 years ago there came a sugges- 
tion from Rome that we here should 
condemn them, as they had been pro- 
hibited in some other countries. I went 
to Rome and succeeded, after great la- 
bor, in preventing such a condemnation. 

‘In Rome they at first said, ‘Impos- 
sible. We cannot oppose them in Can- 
ada and indorse them in the United 
States.’ But I cogvin@ed them the sit- 
utaions were entirely different. And 
why should we oppose such organiza- 
tions, as long as no acts occur which 
are in opposition to the rules of our 
church? One has to suit himself to the 
situation.” 

“But,” said the interviewer, “‘here in 
America the church is in BO Way con- 
nected with labor unions?” 

“No,” replied the Cardinal, “absolute. 
independence is the only right way. It 
is the natural. It is also best for the 
church.” 

Clerical Rule Opposed. 

The correspondent mentioned the 
Christian unions and Catholic organiza- 
tions as they exist in Germany. 

‘The taste of the people here would 
oppose all such matters,” replied the 
Cardinal: “They don’t wish that the 
clergy should take part in such bat- 
tles. The Knights of Columbus and sim- 
flar benevolent organizations, it is true, 
also do social labors which are very 
praiseworthy, but they never mix in 
political or industrial quarrels.”’ 

Such principles, the correspondent re- 
marked, explain In part the good wil! 
and peace that exists between labor and 
the church, which mvst make the deep- 
est impression upon every European. 

" “Oh, certainly, certainly,” said the 
“Recause the head of neither 
side attempts to interfere in such mat- 
ters. It ie for that reason that there 
exists here practically no friction; cer- 
tainly not in the past 50 years, 
Tolerance Is Genuine. 

“Of course, we seck to convert others 
(and the Catholic chureh its making 
good progress), but not by denouncing 





the faith of others, but only {in preach- 
ing our own belief. The believers of 
the church would not tolerate to see 
others interfered with. 

“Thy Presbyterian citizen engages in 
business with the Catholic, and its his 
friend. If his preacher would attempt 


1to run down the Catholics or the Cath- 


olie. church, he would rise in indigna- 
tion and say: ‘It ia none of our preath- 
er’a business what the others believe.’ - 

A great impression is made upon the 
visitor, commented the correspondent, 
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tween church and state—how does it 
show itself?’ he asked. 

“Oh,” said the Cardinal, “these things 
get along splendidly. Yes. splendidly 
for both sides.”’ 

No Politics in Pulpit. 

“There are no clericals in this country 
who participate in politics?’ asked the 
interviewer. 

“No,”’ replied the Cardinal. ‘‘We would 
never tolerate it, should an attempt be 
made to preach politics from the pulpit. 
The pulpit it meant exclusively for. re- 
ligion, and not for politics. Religion and 
politics should always be kept strictly 
apart.”’ 

“Wouldn’t the church permit a clergy- 
man to participate in a political meeting 
and work as a politician, so long as the 
clergyman appears only in his capacity 
as a private citizen?’ asked the corre- 
spondent. 

“Only where it concerns questions of 
morality,’’ answered the Cardinal. ‘‘But 
the clergyman must always make it ab- 
solutely clear that he does not speak as 
a politician, but only as a clerical. He 
must not appear in opposition to the en- 
tire program, but only to the simple is- 
sue which concerns his own individual 
domain. 


Opposes Prohibition. 

‘For example, there are many Metho- 
dist and Baptist clerymen who appear 
openly in favor of prohibition, because 
they realize in it in the first place a 
moral question, and secondly a political 
one. 

“In the same way I, for instance, take 


a stand against prohibition, and we have 
just now succeeded in defeating in the 
State ot Maryland, an attack on the part 
of the Prohibition party. I am simply 
convinced that you cannot carry out 
rrohibition in so large a place as Balti- 
nore. It would only lead to insincerity. 
Therefore 1 attack prohibition on moral 
grounds.”’ +

The 
St. Louls propaganda would not have been unde>-- 
taken if it had not had a specific and well-dc- 
fined purpose. What is it? 

There is a deep-seated conviction among busi- 
ness men that the country is suffering today 
from violent speech and violent action on the 
part of politicians. They do not question the 
existence of great wrongs in our financial and 
commercial life and they do not criticise those 
who have assailed these things directly, but they 
do object to the demagogy which ar:cys class 
against class and which seeks in the states and 


dn the nation to gain power or to hold power] 


by a radicalism which menaces the very life not 
only of industry and credit, but of republican in- 
stitutions also. 

Here and there some great rogues have been 
In one place and another astounding 
abuses have been exposed. In certain lines these 
wrongs have been far-reaching. It has been nec- 
essary to use the rod of legislation upon some in- 
terests which were found to be reckless of pop- 
ular rights. But that American business, indus- 
trial and social activities are in need of continu- 
ous excoriation; that confidence in everybody and 
everything must be undermined, and that, to 
further the ends of our agitators, we mist make 
open confession that we are a nation of scoun- 
drels will nct be admitted. 

To attack and destroy a specific injustice or 
with well-prepared facts and figures to bring 
about a needed reform is in every way commend- 
able. 
in that direction. -To make sweeping and unsup- 
ported charges against everybody who is at all 
conspicuous for ability or enterprise; to array 
without cause class against class, and to suggest 
suspicions and animosities which should have no 


uncovered.

No one has seriously proposed segre- 
gation as the solution of the saloon 
question. We all know drinkers who 
are not bad fellows, and the thought 
of putting them off on a reservation, like 
Indians, has always been rejected. 

But these good Indians, so to speak, 
seem to have hit upon the idea them- 
selves. At least, we gather as much 
from what is happening over at Ben- 
bow City, Ill. 

Benbow City is the newest town in 
a State largely won by prohibition. Ev- 
idently concluding that all the other 
towns are eventually to go dry, the 
drinkers have flocked to Benbow City, 
their obvious intention being to make 
this a town for boozers only. With a 
population of less than 2600, the town 
has 23 saloons. 

The experiment will be watched with 
much interest. If it succeeds, we can 
establish large reservations for good 
Indians, and there leave them to them- 
selves, their Hquor and their personal 
liberty, a menace to no one, Drinking 
is largely dying out.
